Students  Adopt 
Pep  Section, 
Rooters  Caps 

Proposal  a for  special  cheer- 
ing section  at  basketball  games 
was  adopted  Friday  by  a vote 
at  studentbod'y  meeting,  but  the 
plan  will  not  go  into  effect  until 
the  first  conference  game,  Jan. 
14,  because  rooters’  hats  haven’t 
arrived,  according  to  Andy  Terry, 
pep  chairman. 

Students  voted  109-61  to  adopt 
the  plan,  which  reserves  the  first 
30  rows  in  the  center  student 
bleachers,  west  side  of  fieldhouse, 
for  students  wearing  white  shirts 
and  reversible,  blue  and  white 
caps. 

First  Come,  First  Served 

Tickets  for  the  pep  section,  as 
for  all  other  student  seats,  will 
be  given  out  on  a “first  come, 
first  served”  basis  upon  presen- 
tation of  activity  cards  at  the 
door.  Terry  pointed  out  that  the 
same  students  need  not  sit  in  the 
pep  section  each  game. 

No  student  tickets  will  be  given 
out  prior  to  the  game,  but  facul- 
ty members  may  pick  up  tickets 
at  the  fieldhouse  beginning  Mon- 
day mornings.  Clubs  and  social 
units  will  not  be  allowed  to  re- 
serve blocks  of  seats,  according 
to  Terry. 

Faculty  Section 

Faculty  will  be  seated'  in  the 
10  rows  directly  behind  the  cheer- 
ing section  and  in  the  first  10 
rows  of  the  section  directly 
south. 

Pep  committee  is  expected  to 
confirm  the  bookstore’s  order  of 
2,000  caps  this  morning  after 
studying  several  styles.  Neil  Mc- 
Knight,  bookstore  manager,  or- 
dered the  caps  when  the  plan 
was  suggested,  but  the  manu- 
facturer held  the  order  and  sent 
samples. 

According  to  McKnight,  the 
caps  will  cost  “about  85  cents,”

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‘Mandates’  and/or  ‘Railroad  Acts’ 


The  “new  look”  in  cheering  sections  was 
approved  Friday  afternoon  in  an  open  meeting 
attended  by  170  students.  By  vote  of  109-61, 
it  was  agreed  that  the  1200  seats  in  the  center 
sestion  of  George  Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse  will 
be  reserved  for  students  who  wear  the  required 
white  shirt  and  booster  cap,  according  to  the 
plan  submitted  last  week  by  Pep  Activities 
Committee. 

Boosters  caps  will  not  be  immediately  avail- 
able, so  the  new  plan  will  not  go  into  effect 
probably  until  first  conference  game,  Jan.  14, 
against  Montana. 

It  was  a vigorous  meeting,  given  the  disap- 
pointingly small  turnout. 

This  action,  hailed  by  victors  as  a “man- 
date” and  opponents  as  a “railroad  act,” 
arouses  some  serious  questions  about  spec- 
ial issues  that  come  before  the  studentbody 
for  approval  or  rejection. 

Can  this  action,  in  reality  be  termed  either  a 
“mandate”  or  a “railroad  act,”  as  contended  by 
the  more  vigorous  exponents  and  opponents? 

Had  the  measure  been  voted  down  could  its 
opponents  rightly  have  claimed  a “mandate?” 
Aside  from  the  issue  now  before  us,  are 
there  better  means  than  open  meetings  in  which 
to  have  voting?  Open  meetings  should  certainly 
be  conducted,  in  order  to  give  proper  consider- 
ation to  both  sides  of  any  issue.  But  it  has  been 
demonstrated  time  and  time  again  that  very 
few  students  attend  them. 

How  much  time,  before  voting  day,  should  be 
given  during  which  arguments  for  or  against  any 
action  can  be  prepared  and  stated? 


The  Brigham  Young  Universe  should  certainly 
be  utilized  so  that  all  sides  of  any  issue  can  be 
presented.  We  agree  with  what  President  Har- 
vey L.  Taylor  said  at  Leadership  Conference  at 
Brighton,  on  Sept.  18: 

“I’ve  had  the  philosophy  all  my  life, 
and  40  years  of  administrative  work,  that  if 
you  tell  the  faculty  and  tell  the  students 
everything,  you  build  the  finest  defenses 
against  a critical  public.  Anything  short  of 
that  is  dangerous  leadership.” 

What  is  the  function  of  the  elections  com- 
mittee in  these  votes  that  come  before  the 
studentbody  ? Should  not  that  committee,  by 
virtue  of  its  appointment,  have  charge  of  de- 
termining the  “when,”  “where”  and  “how”  of 
elections?  It  should,  at  very  least,  be  consulted 
for  advice  and  make  every  effort  to  see  that 
most  students  participate. 

It  there  any  way  to  eliminate  many  of  the 
elections  that  plague  us  every  year? 

If  there,  is  any  one  reason  why  students 
do  not  take  time  to  attend  meetings,  or  to 
vote  we  may  safely  contend  that  we  have 
to  vote  too  many  times  during  the  year.  A 
week  hardly  passes  in  which  we  are  not 
asked  to  stop  at  a desk  in  Science  or  Smith 
buildings  and  mark  our  choice  on  a ballot. 

It  is  of  course  idealistic,  unthinkable,  that  we 
will  ever  get  the  100  percent  participation  that 
is  to  be  desired.  But  every  means  should  be  em- 
ployed to  obtain  as  great  a percentage  as  pos- 
sible. Means  that  have  clearly  been  shown  in  the 
past  to  fail  should  be  abandoned.

Your 
editorial  laid  all  error  on  students 
who  use  the  board  and  over- 
looked some  very  basic  reasons 
for  its  misuse. 

1.  Threat  of  the  direction  card 
to  remove  all  errant  ads  and  to 
remove  all  ads  every  ten  days 
has  not  been  enforced  since 
school  began  this  year.  We  need 
someone  to  check  ads  every  day 
to  see  that  rules  are  followed. 

2.  Bulletin  board  and  its  rules 
do  not  provide  for  student  needs. 
It’s  okay  for  ride  requests  and 
other  temporary  notices  to  be 
removed,  but  many  notices  are 
permanently  useful  to  students 
who  seek  service:  like  sewing 
and  typing.  If  there  were  a place 
devoted  only  to  notices  of  per- 
manent, useful  nature  and  a su- 
pervisor to  see  that  space  is  not 
misused,  many  students  could 
find  other  students  who  are  more 
than  willing  to  offer  their  ser- 
vices and  have  no  other  means 
to  telling  anyone. 


Finally,  we  need  a committee 
to  determine  what  needs  the  bul- 
letin board  should  provide,  and 
to  see  that  those  needs  are  given 
the  students  as  efficiently  as  is 
practical.

General  apathy  was  probably 
fostered  by  one,  or  all,  of  the  fol- 
lowing reasons: 

1.  Fear. 

2.  No  permission  from  parents. 
(No  permission  is  needed  to  drive 
1,000  miles  over  a three-day 
Thanksgiving  holiday.  Compar- 
ison of  the  risk  involved  on  the 
highway  against  that  of  blood- 
letting on  a hospital  cot  would 
be  ridiculous.) 

4.  Personal  feelings  against  the 
Red  Cross  and  its  methods  of 
operation.  Admittedly  the  Red 
Cross  has  lost  prestige  in  isolated 
cases  where  bungling  and'  ineffic- 
ient workers  have  overcharged 
and  underserved  the  American 
public.  But  this  does  not  justify 
non-support  of  the  only  organiza- 
tion in  American  that  has  a sys- 
tematic blood  collection  system. 

Special  plaudits  to  those  who 
gave,  and  especially  to  Tausig 
members  and  the  drill  teams, 
whose  donations  far  outshone  the 
combined  efforts  of  my  defunct 
colleagues  from  Idaho  and  Cali- 
fornia. 

A thumbed  nose  to  you  lag- 
gard's and  sissies  who  were  able 
to  give  and  did  not.  There’s  be  no 
need  to  borrow  a donkey  for  the 
next  blood.

McCarthyism 

Senate  condemnation  of  Sen- 
ator Joseph  McCarthy  was  pass- 
ed last  week  in  an  efficient  and 
commendable  manner.  The  two 
charges  contain  nothing  that 
should  equate  the  censure  mo- 
tion with  pro-Communism.  This 
places  the  McCarthy  smear  ma- 
chine at  a decided  disadvantage. 

McCarthy  called  the  vote  on 
the  first  charge  abusing  a 1951- 
1952  elections  subcommittee,  a 
“foul  job,”  and  declared  the  “Am- 
erican people  know  know  I am 
being  censured  because  I dared 
to  do  the  'dishonorable’  thing  of 
exposing  Communists  in  gov- 
ernment.” 

This  censure  resolution  had 
nothing  whatever  to  do  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  with  ex- 
posing Communists.  It  ac- 
cused him  of  obstructing  the 
Senate  by  failing  to  help  a 
subcommittee  which  investi- 
gated him,  and  of  abusing 
the  group’s  members. 

Ironically,  that  charge  involv- 
ed curtailment  of  Senate  investi- 
gative powers,  a thing  which  Mc- 
Carthy himself  has  fought  sav- 
agely against. 

The  Senate  wisely  dropped  the 
count  concerning  the  abuse  of 
Brig.  Gen.  Ralph  W.  Zwicker. 
Condemnation  proceedings  can 
now  be  looked  upon  as  senator- 
ial disapproval  of  McCarthy’s  per- 
sonal conduct,  and  not  of  his 
Communist-hunting  activities. 

McCarthy  may  still  convert  the 
condemnation  to  another  of  a 
long  string  of  moral  victories.

Share  Top  Honors 

Five  Skyline  Conference  foot- 
ball stars  shared  top  individual 
offensive  honors  and  Denver,  new 
Conference  champs,  captured 
team  offense  laurels  for  the  1954 
grid  season,  according  to  figures 
released  by  the  MSAC  Commis- 
sioner’s office. 

A.  L.  Terpening,  New  Mexico 
punter,  has  recorded  the  best 
-kicking  mark  since  conference 
statistics  began  in  1949.  The  Lobo 
star,  who  won  the  kicking  title 
last  year  with  a 39.6  mark,  brings 
this  season  to  a close  with  a re- 
markable 45.6  yards  per  boot  av- 
erage. Terpening  has  punted  41 
times  for  1869  yards. 

Denver  halfback  Fred  Mahaf- 
fey  scooted  to  three  touchdowns 
last  week  and  moved  ahead  to 
win  scoring  honors  with  73 
points.  He  nosed  out  teammate 
Rusty  Fairly,  who  wound  up  the 
season  with  an  even  70. 

Two  Utah  stars,  Max  Pierce, 
halfback,  and  Dave  Dungan,  quar- 
terback, won  the  pass-receiving 
and  passing  crowns,  respectively. 
Pierce  caught  25  aerials  for  457 
yards  while  Dungan  completed 
74  tosses  from  128  attempts  for 
862  yards.  Gary  Glick  of  Colora- 
do A&M,  conference  winner  in 
total  ofense  with  1269  yards,  was 
second  in  passing. 

Dick  Imer,  Montana  speedster 
who  set  the  rushing  mark  last 
week,  also  finished  on  top  of 
punt  returners  with  a 27.2  aver- 
age on  five  returns. 

The  Pioneers  were  just  36 
yards  short  of  the  total  offense 
mark  set  last  year  by  Utah.  The 
Denver  eleven  rolled  up  2527 
yards  from  rushing  and  1191 
from  passing  for  a total  of  3718. 
Last  year  Utah  had  2496  from 
rushing  and  1258  from  passing  to 
set  the  mark  at  3754.  Wyoming, 
in  1949,  amassed  3732  yards,  2831 
from  rushing  and  901  from  pass- 
ing.

Basketball  fans  of  Brigham  Young  University,  because  of  a 
109  to  61  vote  taken  at  a special  meeting  in  Social  Hall  last  Friday, 
will  be  compelled  to  wear  white  shirts  and  rooters  caps  to  get  the 
center  section  seats  on  the  west  side  of  Smith  Fieldhouse.  (Details 
of  the  meeting  and  other  pertinent  facts  are  on  page  1.)
